"Dewer, for example," Wrote this 
Itocr, "suffered the most terrible a.L'oiiy 
before he died. lie was wounded in 
the shonhU'r by a splinter from a shell, 
and the wound !,'aii>:rened owing t(> its 
being dressed wilh dint.v rags." 

h'ive Hoers captureil at. different ])laces 
recently said Di'wet was dead, but each 
f;ave a dilVerent version of his death.

Paris, Oct. 10.— The Santos Dtimont 
airship ascended at St. Cloud and round- 
ed toe Ein"el tower this afternoon. 

.Santos Dumoiit :for the lirst time start- 
ed at 2:2!), but ou leaving the park his 
guide rope caught in a tree, nnd ho 
was ohli.ired to ilescenil. He started 
iigain at 1!:-1'J p. m., rose -~>() yards, and 
then pointed for the EilTel Tower, ihe- 
balloon going 'in a straight line. It was 
seen through field glasses to arrive at 
the tower nnd round it. Tlie time up 
to that iioiiii with till' wind in the bal- 
loon's favor, Wiis eight minutes and 45 
seconds. It returned against the wind, 
and tiiade slower headwa.v, but still kept 
in the true direction for St. Cloud, which 
ii reached in the total time of "i) min- 
i.les and 1.") seconds. Instead of de- 
scending iuimediately, Santos Duniont 
made a .broad sweeij over the Aero club 
grounds, with the result thnt another 
minute and 'Jo seconds were coiistiiiied 
before the -ivorkmen seized the guide 
repe. Thus technically iSautos Dumont 
exceeded tho time limit of 40 seconds. 

Eiiornions crowds, which had gathered 
irside and outside the i,'roiinds, gave 
the aeronaut a tremendous ovaiioi'i. .'"ts 
his basket came within speaking dis- 
ttince, Santos Dumont leaned over tlu> 
hide and asked, "Have 1 won the prize'.'" 

'Hundreds of s|)eetators shouted 
but the Count i'e Dion, a member of 'the 
(■onuniltee appioiiehed aud threw a 
damper on the enthusiasm by snyiug,. 
••My frii'iul, you have lost the prizg by 
■10 seconds." ' 

The aeronaut after protesting agaiust 
the decision of the committee, shrugged 
his shoulders and remarked, "Anyway,. 
I do not care personally for the 1()0,(M)(> 
francs. I intended to give it to the- 
Lioor." 

.V number of ladies, who were i)rcseut^ 
th.rew dowel's over the lu.'ronaiit, antl 
otl'.ers <dTered him boiupiots. At this 
moinent .M. Deiitseh arrived at the club 
grounds, having only shortly before that 
moinent reached I'aris from Itiarritz. 
He advaiu.'cd, embraced Santos Dumont,. 
shook hands with him and said, "For 
my part, 1 consider that you have won 

the prize." 

The crowd then gave tlie two men a 
great ovation, clieertng heantaly for San- 
tos Dumont nnd Deutsch. 

Santos Dumont claims that he wont 
tlie prize beeanso lie reached the park 
within the time, and thnt the originar 
rules governing the contest made no 
mention of having to touch the ground ■, 
within tho 'M> minutes. The dispute is 
lino to .the action of the coiiiinitlee, 
which some time a,:;o modified the terms, 
of the contest by inserting l!ie latter 
st iiiiilation.

A remarkably able and itJiterestlng 
paper by Dr. W. K. Bruce Smith, as- 
sistant superintendent of the Asylum 
for the Insane at Kroekville, whieh 
appeareil some time ago in the Canadian 
.Iniirtial of .Medicine and Surgery, has 
i-nlled iiittention to the subject of '■men- 
tal sanitation." Dr. Smith has made a 
liriifnuiid study iif the subject in specially 
favorable (-ircnnistaiK-i's, and the facts 
and arguineiits wiiich he puts forth, and 
tile results tn chilli he points are well 
wui'.thy nf eiiii-ideral inn. His paper was 
evidently intended for luembei-s of the 
medical iirol'essiou, and is rather too 
lei-linical for popular reading, nut the 
mutter of it is such as <'onceriis every 
class iu the community. The .fact that 
insanity is increasing, and that, even 
in this country, its increase is out of 
piiiportion to the iiu-rense of tin- pojiu- 
lalinn is a nialter of by far ton serious 
import lu be regardeil witli indilTereiice 
b.v any lover of his country or his raye. 
It' any priicticul bemdi! is to be derived 
friiiu the iiscertaintiieiit of this appalling 
fai-t we niiisl have as ihnruiigh a kno,v- 
leiige as iii.-iy be uf the nature nf t i;.-; 
iiieiiial ili<nrder. a-.id the eau.-'es w!h--li 
cniit ribiit.- In iis spreiiil. As Dr. Suiilli

I themselves indii-ate the entire pallio- 
I logy." .Vnothi-r inoinenlous fact that Dr. 
Siiiitli lii-iii;:s nut 's well wnrtliy uf be- 
in:,' reiiieiiiliereil. "Ill n large numlier nf 
ca--es the insanity is only the e.vpression 
ami outciime of <-omlitiniis and causes 
"svhicli have been in existence for .\-i'ai-s. 
and have been slowly bnt surely hringing 
about sucli weaknp.ss of the brain, siicli 
deterioration in .structure, and impair- 
ment of recuperative power, that I'u- 
tirel.v healthy mentality is no longer 
po.ssible." In such ca.sM the mental in- 
•firniity of riper years niny bo the meon- 
siilerate youth. And in this fact there 
is ,-\ note of warning that ought not to 
be overhiuked by the parents and guar- 
dians of youth. 

It is tine indeed, that a very lar.ge 
liroportiiin of the iosnnlty in the world 
is the result of cntigenitiil defects. T)r.

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■Hlauchard says: "1 have long been oC 
the iiiiiuiiin llmt insanity is to In.- pre- 
vented chielly by limiting the iiropa;;a- 
tion of this most fenrfnl disease throu.gli 
the union of affect, I persons. 1 am 
eouviuoed that the only way to renlly 
diminish and linally stamp out insanity 
is by eilncating jmblic opinion, that 
thnse who liave been insane or are 
threatened with insanity shall, in the 
face of such iitiblic opinion, alistaiii from 
bringing into the \roi-ld children who 
must cerliiitily contain in them the po- 
tentiality of insanity, who will some of 
them ileveluii it. even if others esea]ie; 
ami so will hand on the heritage froiii 
generation to goueration till the race dies 
out." This i.li II terrible respoiisibilily , 
no iluulit, and one from which every 
lierson ill whom both the light nf reasoii 
and (-onsc-ieiK-e has not gone out should 
shrink; but there is one thing even morn 
terrible than this, that is, for one wlio 
was bom with no such congenital de- 
feot, by his own vii-es not only eiidnn- 
gering his own sanity, but originating a 
train of evil influences which may eurso 
.some, it may be many, of his own pro- 
geny with tho loss of reason.

iiiil.- of the Cascades. P.iit no line of 
railway hu.s ever been projHjsed in Bril- 
i«b Columbiii, ami no line is needed for 
the devidopnieat of Hrilisli Collin. Ida, 
•whicdi presents any olistacdes at all pro- 
per to be described as iiusiirinoiintable, 
and we think it is safe to "say that the 
<,'. P. R., on itH main lino and on ita 
■branch to Robsou and Midway, met 
and overcame successfully obstacles fully 
il.s (,'reat as any lillidy to i)c eiiconiitcred 
in uuy proposed coiistnn-lion now liefo,-c 
the public. I'ossilily this remark must 
I>c condilioually (|unliliud in one instance, 
■ and of this we shall speak in it.s proper 
Iilace. We propose now lo take up the 
ticveral projected lines and show that 
they at least are not open to the criticism 
of the Province. 

1st. The railway to Capo Scott or 
thereabouts from the tiTiuiuiis of the K.

The" Coast -Kootenay: The wost- 
ern tJeetiou of this route ia tluougli n 
;o,:iiiry, which is viractieally level; the 
eastern si'ctien is uiore ililllcult, but not 
.>r any irrav.'r nature than that which 
the t.'. 1'. 1!. has already traversed to 
reaeli Midway. These twa stateineuls 
will not be (lUi'st ion.Mi. Tliere remains 
llie Miuiiilain soctinii of, say, miles. 
This iindtMrnie.lly lucM'iits dinii-ulties, 
but no one lias any aulhority to say they 
are insunuountable. In point of fact, 
no 0110 h.Ms ever said so, whoso opinion 
on the subject was iMilitled to the least 
weiuiil, i'eiali::-- the report of .Mr.

Clh, The Ar-hcriift-t'ariheo: The route 
liir llii- line has lii'eii surveyed, and the 
IH-1-I.11-; in w lio-;e iiiteri«t tho survi-y 
ua- made .■ire satlh ii'Ully satislioil M'ilh 
it to he wiibii;; to uiiilertake con.struetioii, 
if rea.souable aiil is given. 
Till. Tbe all-Canadiaii line to tho 
I'his route "was surveyed by or- 
der of ilie lloiniuinii L'everiiaient. The 
proiioseil line would enter llie province 
by way of tho Peace lliver valloy, coming 
from the east, and would reach the sea 
at Tort Siiiipsou; the nurlheru stem of 
l!ie line would follow lip the Skeena and 
down the Stikine. and tlience extend to 
Lake Tcsliii. The survey shows a per- 
fectly feasible route, auil the cotrt,

■Stli. The Catmdian Xortheru: This line 
is to cro>.s tbe province from Yellow 
Head I'ass. There are 110 ditl\ciiltie« on 
tl;e route which ctiu be called iu'jur- 
moiintable. Mr. Marcus Siuitli, one of 
the ablest of living engineers, hisbly re- 
eomiueuileil this route for the C. 1'. K. 
lie made an instrumental survey of the 
whole di^.lance and declaies it to afford 
the becit route across British Columbia, 
and that it will open tho best part of the 
luovinci'. Mr. Smith's ol)servatious have 
hecu caulinileil by the inve-^tiu'at ions of 
our own townsman. .\lr. Bell, CK. 

SIth. Till' Kitiuiaal-llazelton: The .sur- 
vey of tbifi line is now in progress, btit 
sullicieut is known of the country to be 
traversed to warrant the statement that 
iliere is no serious engineering ditllculty 
on the route.

inembers ou a resolution dHclariu.i; 
\\aiit of contideuce iu him; yet, notwith- 
siaudiug this, he was pennitted lo };o 
on administering the affairs of the iirov- 
iiu-e without an K.vecutive (.'ouneil. This 
was elearl.v iiiicoiihtitutioual. On the 
contrary, Mr. Hunsmiiir had until ru- 
lently a full eahiiiet, and In! was very 

slro!i..;ly supported ill Ihe llouse on tlie 
only test (lueslion of lasi session, \'a- 
caiicies have oi curi'ed iu llu' raliiaet 
sjiiee llie sc.-sion, and a fe\v weeks li.ave 
elapsed willioul their being hlled, the 
duties of the ministers wlio resignoil be- 
ing temporarily disehiirged by othi>r miu- 
isler.s. Tliis is only an incident iu the 
ordiuaiy course of politics. Oppoiieuis 
of Llie government are at liberty to makr 
llie most of it by way ot argument or ap- 
peal, but they ought iu>t to confound it 
with ail entirely differeiit comlilion of 
iliiii.iis. which tho Colonist coinlenuied 
with all tbe vigor it possessed. This an- 
swer ought to satisfy our querist, and it 
will, if be esorcises ordinary iutolli- 
giMice and dismisses his prejudices in con- 
sidering it.

On the programineri of 
the races each horse entered for an event 
is assigned a number and half an hour 
before tho race is run tho nnnibers of 
t!ie horses actually competing are posted 
"11 huge bulletin boards back of the tri- 
ImncB,- opposite each number being the 
name of tho jockey. iTh'o lietting booths 
•uo ranged in long rows, one or two for 
five liundred franc, half a dozen for one 
hundred franc, twelve or more for 
fiwonty franc, and twenty or.thjSreabouts 
for .the commoner ten franc bet. Bach 
booth is divided into halves, one side Hie- 
ing reserved for tho sale of to win, tlie 
other for that of pliiee tickets. In each 
division are posted blocks of colort>d 
ticketM, one for each iiuiiiber, and from 
these blocks the tickets, numbered in 
seipiences, are torn ofT as called for, thus 
enaliliii.,' iini bettors to «oe at aiiy mo- 
nieiit and at a glance exactly ' what 
has been staked on each horse. Tlie

.seven per cent., of which one jier cent, 
goes to the breeder of the winner, two 
jier cent, is (Icvoteil ti| national charities, 
and four jier cent, is apjilieil to track 
expenses. The amount bet upon each 
horse actually seiairilig a place is first 
ileducted from tin' total bet on places 
and till' remainder ciiually divided be- 
tween the bet tors on the placed horses- 
two places being paid wlieii there are 
four horses, and three when there are 
eit'lit in the race — and the sum staked 
on each placed horse is then eciually di- 
vided between the liolilcris of tickets on 
that particular liorse. As soon as pos- 
sible after the race is over the results 
of this partitioning are posted on the bul- 
letin hoarils and the holdei-ri of winning 
tickets have only to present them at the 
payment stall corresponding in number 
to the betting booth to i-cceivc their 
money. It can he seen that the result 
of this system is au infitrite variety in 
the amounts of the pa^'ments. In the 
case of a heavily backed favorite, the 
amount of each bettor's winning will 
be relatively small, while tlie few back- 
ers of a successful outsider divide tlie 
large sums staked upon the more popular 
horse. Frequently a strong .favorite will 
win for his supporters but a franc or 
two over the ten franc stake while there 
hnve been ca.ses of unknown winners 
returning a lliousiind or fifteen liiiiidred 
francs for the same amount. 

Practically everyone bets ou tiie Grand 
Prix and the scene back of the tribunes 
as the hour for the start comes on is 
one of the uttiio.sr aiumation. Tlie men 
are all in conventional afternoon dress, 
liglifened in many instances by white 
gaiters ami waistcoats, the women in 
I heir most elaborate k'owiis, for the 
pronicii.'iile ground at I.oiigchamp is no| 
oliiy where half the suiiiiiier f:isliioiis 
are born, liiit at the same time a liattle- 
lield on which all the great Parisian 
dressmakers eiiLMge in combat.

trainers, anil owners are seen engaged 
in earnest siieculatioii upon the iirolmble 
\Viiiiier of the great prize. Then comes 
the saddling bell and ac^ I he jockeys run 
to their mounts, the crov.-d of spectators 
breaks away in twenty ilireclioiis and 
pours out between tlie tribunes to Iind 
places overlooking tlie course. 

At this nionient Paris is more than 
ever Paris, more than ever the incar- 
nation of all that is brilliant and care- 
less and gay. The tribunes are black 
with jiolid tmvsses of people, or dappled 
with an inlinite variety of colors like 
pieeeis of niviuLT tapestry, and every 
little \Yoiuleii cimir on the grass in front 
is oceiipieil. .\ (inadriiple line presses 
against the rail, and beyond are the 
sliifting mnltiludi's in llie pelou-so, and 
then a great sweep of turf, spreading 
away to the further «ide of the course, 
where yet other thousands are peering 
through the railings and down from trees 
upon the scene. Now there are Hashes 
of brilliant color upon the track, iiiui 
one by one the horses sweep by the tri- 
bunes ou tlieir way to the start, the 
jockey.s standing stiffly in their stirrii]is, 
their gay silk blouses tlnttering in the 
wind as they bend low over the necks 
of their inoiints. .V iiaiise; and tlieii 
from somewhere a bell begins to ring, 
and from :i thousand lips comes thai 
dridle.st of French expressioius, "Ca y 
est 1" which may be made to sigliiify 
almost anything, but in this instance 
means as iiearl.v as may be, "They're 
off." Far ofT, on thi' outer side of the 
course a tiny group of horses is seen 
scurrying away to the right. It van- 
ishes for an instant beyond the bend, 
then reappears, slanting around the 
clir\-e on to the loiii; lionie slreleli. while 
a dozen voices near one proclaim as 
man.v winners, in true (lallic fasliioii. 
There is a growing roar from the throng, 
a lliiid-tliiiilding of t^wiftly flying lioofs, 
and then the liorsi's sweeji ])ast the tri- 
bunes and again the (Irand Prix de 
Paris has been won. 

The retiirn from the races is the aji- 
proiicli all over a-^'ain but doubly magiii- 
lieil. .Ml the carriages are together now, 
moving slowly up the Alice de Long- 
cli:ini|i ill a cii!n|):iet nias.s tlnii tills the 
driveway from curb lo curb. The 
throngs on Ihe sidewalk are denser, the 
liidiee are more nuiiieri.ns: until at last 
the p:iei' increases, ami liie ;4:re:it river 
of I oiiveyaiices sets back along the Av- 



enue lie Bois and down llic Champs 
Klysees, breal;iiig oil every few huu- 
tlred feet into tributary streets that or- 
iginally fed it. Two UuuUred thousaud 
iraucs have been won and lost, two 
hundred thousand Parisians have had 
their outing, and the spring season is a 
thing ut tile past.

British Trade Growing Itelntivcly Fas- 
■ ter Than That of United States, 

If is well to note, says Th;icflon and 
Transmission, that the .\nierican L'overu- 
nient has cirrbal out to the letter the 
ii|ien door cunimercial iiolicy with <;nli:i. 
so far as tln' oli.ei nalions'or the world 
are concerned. Tlie i.arilT. ^\liich mi all 
railway ni;ileri;il is onli- 1(1 per cent., is 
the same In :ill tlie world— there are no 
discriminating duties In favor of the 
United States, such are were e.st a lillshcd 
111 favor of Spain iniiliM- llo' Sp;inisli ur- 
ciijiatlon. During the niilit;iiy control of 
the United States, lOiii-lish trade with 
Cuba has not only im'reased actually, 
but relatively: when comimred with tin'' 
trade of tlie United States with ilie is- 
land, the gain has been gre.aler. The fu- 
ture of Cuba naturally deiiemis mnoli 
upon the sort of government -which the 
native population sets U]). .Cuba ha.s 
been industrially and commercially free 
since the day tlio Americans took full 
Tins.se«iion of the island. According to 
Traction and Transmission, the new 
tariir Avns frntned strictly in the inter- 
ests of Cuba. and. for the first time in 
Us economic history, Cuba was able to 
buy in the cheapcfit market of the 
world. The relative increase of imports 
of merchandise into the islands from 
countries other than the United States 
shows tlhit it has nvailed it.self of the 
new-fonni! right. It has been given con- 
trol of its own revenue— that is, the 
ciistoms revenue has been all expended 
in the Island. Under Spanish rule, r.isht- 
tpiiths of th,. Tcvenne was sent to Spain 
in payment of interest on the debt 
created for subjugating the island, for 
payment of military tribr.to, and for 
other pu.-poses. There has been no of- 
ficial diKbonesfv. and the cust.ims li;ive 
been fairly adinlnlstereil. The coast 
cities have been cleaned, and the yellow 
fever almost st;impi.d out. Thousaiuls of 
liubllc sebool-honses have been estab- 
lished, and the ri.sing generation of 
'Ctilimis is brought iiinler more whole- 
some inllnonces. Pros|ieritv is gradual- 
ly rotuniing, and Ihe scars of a long 
and exterininaling war are disappearing,

•system, when pnictVcablo, the costs ot 
mining.and liamllinK ure niitiii'ally cmi- 
sidorahly reduced, as tiinlierin^, pumiunK 
and briuKinK tlio ore out ol' tho mine 
nre reinlered unnecessary. Tlie shovel 
is mounted on ii standard khu^'O railway 
cur, and is completely boxed in. ^yith 
the exception of the liooni iiud diiiiier.

Mrs. Blank lias no special longing 
for a curtain kind of cashmero cloth au- 
til sho saw it advertised in her morning 
paper tit 21 cents a yard at a special sale 
at Oheepoue's. She' could not resist 
such ti, bargain an'd it was with tdifflculty 
that she Ttetmimid her impatience until 
after lunitjlieofi. AVheu she entered tho 
store there was no •hoed to ask •\yhero 
the cashmero cloth counter was. Sho 
just followed the cro\vd and succeedcJ 
iu .getting within eight rows ot women 
of the counter. A big woman stepped 
on her .toes and ■»vhcn sihe turned nroimxl 
to remonstrate tho elbow, of another wo- 
nitin bu'urped into her side so hard that 
she sasped. >^ 

The -wild cries Of those immediatoly 
arouml tlio bargain counter encouraged 
her to push ahead and at the end of iii- 
teen miuutcs sho was two women near- 
er the goal of her desire. Occasionally 
t^lie could catch a glimpse of tlie cloth 
itself. There was a commotion behiml 
bor'and 'a red faced woman with her hat 
banging <lovvn over ono oar pushed her 
way in behind Mrs. Blank. 

"■What, 21 cents a yard?" gasixvl tiei 
rod-faced ■woman, as she saw tlii' siu-a 
above the counter, "Why, they are sell- 
ing the same thing for 19 cents a ^ anl 
at Ciitem's. right on this street." 

"AYhv dill von cmiie here then?" iitskcd 
Mrs. Blank, sharply. " 

"Thou^'lit it would 'be cheaper here. 
I'snally is. yon know. I'm going back 
there." ami she wont out. 

Mrs. l?!aiik hesitateil a momont and 
then sho began to fight her way out ot 
tlie circle of bargain hunters. If Cutem 
wtis selling this cloth two cents a yard 
cheaper Cutcm should have her trade. 

Wlipn she roiiched the stroot sho was 
so confused that she ■walked around the 
block to Kot to Cutom's though tho place 
was within three or four doors of the 
first shop. 

Much the same ponditious prevailed 
thero around the cashmero clotli counter, 
but Mri?. Blank was cheerful for slie saw 
the sicn "19 cents a .v»rd" very plainly. 
Profiting by her experience slie worked 
liersidf half-way through the crowd by 
nsimr her elbows regardless of the sides 
of other people. Half an hour lilleil with 
streiiiions elTorls passed iiiiickly and ^Irs. 
Bl.'ink was jigtiin within sight of the cov- 
eted cashmere cloth when a rumor was 
started by a new arrival on the outside 
of the crowd that Littieprico & Co., to 
nicel tlii'ir competitor's cirts hod' reduced 
their price on th^s same goods to 15 cents 
a yard. 

"Is it true?" s:\id half a dozen women; 
and from the outer edge of tiie circle 
cnmi! a voice tliiit carried conviction; 
".Sure, it's true. 'I came from there my- 
-sclf and I saw the crowd scrambling 
for it." 

Till! crowd around Cuteni's bargiiin 
counter sepnrateil itself into forty riisli- 
' ing. Iianting, Avild-eyed. covetous Wo- 
nieti. each headed for Littlcprice O's 
two blocks away. .'Mrs. Blank went 
with the raceri-; and allhongb she v.-tis 
well ill the van she fonml there between 
seventy-live and one Iniiidred women 
massed around the cashi'nere ttible un- 
derneath a sign that bore the fileasiiig 
news "15 cents a yard, siiei'ial." 

Other "women in the crowd 'Inid evi- 
deiilly prolited liy the tactics they had 
observed in the other shojis and !Mrs. 
Bl.-iiik's atfiiii]its to elbow her way in 
were met by the altpin])ts of other wo- 
men to do the same thing and scowls or 
even refii-oof in the sliapo. of "Can't you 
be a lady'.'" did not deter a single strng- 
gler. The chief object for the mom- 
ent of everyone iirofloilt Was to get some 
of that cashmere cloth. 

.Mrs. Blank's progress was satisfactory 
on tho whole and at the end of throc- 
qiiartcrs of an hour she was so near tho 
table that by reaching over the shoulder 
of the woman iu front of a ;r siie' was 
able to feel tlio cloth.

Led by her t!ie 
cfowil -jitslied to Ciitcin'.s, knocking down 
a newsboy on the way- 
Ten iiiiiuites hiter and before tiny one 
"f the new comers bad reached a jioint 
from •\vliich .she could see tlie connter 
."U7Jie the news thtit Littieprico & Co., 
ever brave in tlie face of disaster, wore 
siicrilicing tlieir casliiiiere clolli at live 
cents a yard. They had cliangeii the 
sign.s ;ih()ve the counter from "special" 
tft "challenge sale," thus striking a note 
of delianc,'.' 

. iMrs. IMa.ik met in the mad push 
around Littlcjirioe it Co.'s challenge sale 
counter some of her former antagonists 
during the afternoon. Each' showed 
some sign of having literally boon in tbo 
push, but thero was no .diminution ot 
their desire for cashmeroi clotli. Tin y 
pushed and punched /and .stumped ami 
wore impudent to one. another, taniurh 
collectively it had. been a w.ell-.dressoJ 
crowd.

"^XTiat," exclaimed twenty incredu- 
lous women and once more tho er.nvd 
bolted. 

^Irs. Blank was about diss C in th's 
'iicc and ,^hi' fell t'hat the afternoon had 
lieen well spent when she suw hangl.ig 
above Cheepoiie's cashmero' couat-'r '.lie 
sign: "ItedncMl to three cents.
